Fred  Tilston,  friend  of  St.  Andrew's  and  Association  Council  member,  writes  of  his  trip 
to  England. 

THE  VICTORIA  CROSS  &  GEORGE  CROSS  ASSOCIATION 


The  Victoria  Cross  was  instituted 
in  1856  by  Queen  Victoria  but  it 
was  not  until  1956  -  one  hundred 
years  later  -  that  the  Association 
was  founded  by  Brigadier,  The  Rt. 
Hon.  Sir  John  Smyth,  BtVCMC.MP. 

In  1961  the  original  Association 
was  renamed  to  include  and  recog- 
nize holders  of  the  George  Cross, 
the  equivalent  decoration  for  acts 
of  civilian  bravery. 

The  Association  is  a  loosely  knit 
one  with  its  members  scattered 
throughout  the  world  -  the  U.  K., 
Canada,  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
India,  Nepal,  Denmark,  U.S.A.,  and 
other  countries.  We  have  no  con- 
stitution nor  by-laws,  but  we  do 
have  a  benevolent  fund  to  which 
members,  or  others,  may  contri- 
bute for  assistance  to  other  mem- 
bers, or  their  families,  in  need  of 
financial  help.  As  of  May,  1986, 
there  were  58  holders  of  the  V.C. 
and  100  holders  of  the  G.C  in  all 
the  world. 

Since  1956,  a  reunion  has  been 
held  each  second  year  in  London, 
England.  This  year  (1986)  was  the 
occasion  of  our  fourteenth  get- 
together.  It  was  attended  by  35 
V.C.'s  and  59  G.C.'s  from  the  pre- 
viously mentioned  scattered  coun- 
tries. Most  overseas  members  fly 
via  the  service  flight  of  their 
respective  air  force  -  courtesy  of 
their  government 

The  formal  format  of  our  re- 
union follows  a  definite  pattern. 
The  first  afternoon  a  memorial 
service  is  held  at  the  church  of  St 
Martin-in-the-Fields.  It  is  an  ecu- 
menical service  of  Remembrance 
and  Re-Dedication  and  was 
attended  by  Her  Majesty,  Queen 


Elizabeth,  The  Queen  Mother. 
Afterwards,  our  President's  party 
was  held  at  her  home  in  the  State 
Apartments  of  St  James.  The 
Queen  Mother  is  a  delightful  lady 
and  a  real  charmer.  At  our  party, 
she  spent  time  with  everyone, 
talking  to  them  with  interest  and 
sincerity. 

The  following  afternoon,  after 
our  biennial  business  meeting,  we 
attended  a  reception  at  the  invita- 
tion of  Her  Majesty  Elizabeth  II,  at 
Buckingham  Palace.  This  is  always 
a  highly  pleasant  occasion  with  tea 
being  served  and  music  by  one  of 
the  Guard's  Regiments,  while  Her 
Majesty  visits  each  group,  talking 
to  all  and  surprises  everyone  with 
her  interest  and  knowledge  of  that 
part  of  the  world  from  which  they 
come. 

Our  final  day  of  official  func- 
tions is  that  of  our  "Members  only 
Dinner".  Of  course  there  are  a  few 
very  special  guests  which  include 
the  speaker  of  the  evening.  To  be 
an  invited  guest  is  considered  a 
rare  honour  and  one  which  is 
eagerly  sought  It  is  an  evening  of 
visiting  with  old  friends  and 
making  new  ones.  Stories  are  told, 
enquiries  are  made  and  reminiscing 
a  popular  pastime.  The  bar  is  open 
and  does  an  excellent  business, 
but  not  that  of  former  years,  for 
time  has  brought  its  toll  and  dis- 
cretion. Finally  we  leave  for  our 
hotel  with  the  common  wish  of 
everyone  "take  care  of  yourself, 
and  hopefully,  we  will  meet  agaia 
here  in  London,  two  years  from 
now".

Headmaster's  Message 
A  Visit  to  European  Schools 


Bob  Bedard  and  his  wife  Anne  were 
overseas  during  the  March  break  in 
1986.  Excerpts  from  a  speech  he  made 
recounting  his  travels  are  below: 

It  happened  that  St  Andrew's  was 
sponsoring  a  rugger  tour  to  Scot- 
land and  Ireland  -  so  it  seemed 
fitting  to  start  in  Edinburgh  at 
Fettes  College,  the  school  with 
which  we've  exchanged  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  Meeting  there  with 
our  25  boys  plus  Geoff  Smith, 
Paul  Kitchen  and  Stuart  Swan, 
Anne  and  I  were  welcomed  by 
Rosemary  and  Cameron  Cochrane, 
who  had  been  our  guests  at  the 
CAIS  Conference  and  at  our 
Highlanders'  Homecoming. 

Our  second  day  in  Scotland, 
Geoff  Smith  and  I  visited  Trinity 
Glenalmond.  While  Geoff  des- 
cended on  the  Science  Labs,  I 
picked  the  brain  of  the  Head  of 
the  English  department 

In  the  Spring  of  1979,  1980  and 
1981  we  sent  a  boy  to  spend  2Vi 
months  there  -  and  in  return,  6  of 
their  graduates  came  and  served 
as  assistant  masters  from  Christmas 
to  June  during  the  years  1978-84. 

The  idea  of  renewing  exchanges 
with  them  was  shelved  a  few 
seconds  after  our  arrival  when  the 
Headmaster  informed  us  of  the 
forthcoming  changes  to  the  British 
system  whereby  the  'O  level  and 
the  GGE  exams  will  be  replaced 
by  the  16+s  (16  representing  the 
age  of  the  students),  thus  preclud- 
ing anyone  past  Grade  9  from 
spending  a  term  away  at  a  very 
crucial  time. 

Then,  it  was  off  to  England 
where  Anne  and  I  first  went  to 
Dulwich,  in  the  southeast  part  of 
London.  We  were  greeted  by 
David  Emms,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Headmasters'  Conference  whom 
we  had  also  hosted  here  at  the 
CAIS  meetings.  The  school  was 
founded  in  1619  -  yet  the  renova- 
tion programme  makes  one  think 
that  the  school  is  about  20  or  30 
years  old! 


Here  again,  we  met  with  the 
Head  of  English  had  occasion  to 
view  the  students'  notebooks  and 
we  gathered  a  wealth  of  informa- 
tion about  the  British  system  and 
Dulwich  in  particular.  As  an  added 
attraction,  we  wandered  through 
the  Dulwich  Art  Gallery  where 
Dutch  Masters  are  featured. 

While  attempting  to  come  up 
with  a  worthwhile  itinerary,  I  had 
asked  Mr.  Cochrane  to  suggest  a 
variety  of  schools,  including  one 
of  the  more  famous  Catholic  ones. 
This  is  how  Worth  School  was 
chosen. 

(The  Headmaster  recounted  a  num- 
ber of  anecdotes  relating  to  his  visit 
with  the  Benedictine  monks) 

The  following  Monday,  I  went 
to  Winchester  from  Newbury 
where  I  had  spent  the  weekend 
with  friends,  and  had  occasion  to 
see  Liverpool  play  Southampton 
in  an  English  Soccer  League  match 

Winchester  was  a  revelation. 
Peter  Harris  had  sent  me  an  article 
a  few  months  previously.  It  was 
titled  "Inside  Britain's  Brainiest 
School".  Subtitled  was  the  follow- 
ing: 

"Eton  and  Harrow  may  hold  the 
limelight  among  England's  public 
schools,  largely  due  to  their  tradi- 
tions, eccentric  customs  and  social 
snobbery,  but  Winchester  College, 
the  oldest  and  most  exclusive  of 
them  all,  holds  the  academic  aces." 


The  school  was  founded  in  the 
17th  Century  by  William  of 
Wykeham  to  provide  worthy  stu- 
dents for  New  College,  Oxford, 
which  he  had  also  founded. 

There  were  no  rules  here,  no 
uniform,  no  structure.  The  philo- 
sophy of  the  school  was  spelled 
out  by  the  recently  retired  Head- 
master and  I  quote  "that  good 
behaviour  is  not  the  result  of  the 
number  of  rules  you  have,  but  a 
direct  result  of  a  boy's  personality 
and  his  feeling  of  self-interest.  I 
think  it  is  because  of  our  high 
concentration  on  academic  excel- 
lence that  we  can  afford  to  be 
more  liberal  than  other  schools." 
He  also  said  upon  retiring:  "What- 
ever else  I  do  before  I  finally  go  to 
my  grave  -  I  hope  it  will  not  be 
looking  after  young  people". 

Finally  it  was  off  to  Eton  where 
Anne  and  I  were  sumptuously 
hosted  by  the  Headmaster  and  his 
wife.  Everything  about  Eton  was 
most  impressive.  Well  organized,  a 
very  small  teacher-pupil  ratio,  a 
great  variety  of  course  selections  - 
made  possible,  in  part,  by  the  size 
of  the  school  which  runs  in  the 
1250  students  range. 

Eton  was  founded  by  Henry  VI 
-  also  in  the  17th  Century.  In 
order  to  launch  the  school,  a  host 
of  teachers  was  plucked  from 
Winchester.  At  first  there  were  70 
boys  -  all  on  full  scholarship  -  all 
brilliant  And  to  find  a  place  for 
them  to  continue  with  their  educa- 
tion, Henry  VI  founded  King's 
College,  Cambridge. 

To  rate  a  school  after  only  a  few 
hours  on  the  premises  is  rather 
pointless.  However,  it  doesn't  take 
long  to  assess  the  attitudes  that 
prevail,  the  commitments  of  the 
teachers  and  of  the  students,  the 
programmes  offered  and  the 
general  impression  created  by  the 
environment.  It  is  with  this  in 
mind  that  attempts  at  enriching 
the  SAC  programmes  will  be  made.

An  hour  after  our  final  March 
exam,  22  students  and  three  staff 
members  met  at  Lester  B.  Pearson 
Airport,  bound  for  the  first  ever 
SAC  rugby  tour.

Monday  came,  and  with  it,  the 
Bedards.  We  welcomed  their 
familiar  faces  and  played  a  rea- 
sonably encouraging,  though  rusty 
game,  against  Daniel  Stewart's  and 
Melville's  College. 

We  had  time  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  to  practice  and  sight- 
see,  and  transferred  to  our  Aca- 
demy billets  in  the  afternoon.  The 
Academy  game  on  Thursday, 
against  their  1987  XV,  was  very 
enjoyable  and  a  great  improvement 
on  the  first  game.  We  scored  what 
most  considered  the  best  try 
(score)  of  the  game,  and  one  of 
the  best  of  our  1986  season. 

Friday  was  a  long  day.  We 
stumbled  in  to  the  train  station  for 


a  7:30  a.m.  departure.  Representa- 
tives from  all  three  schools  and,  of 
course,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cochrane, 
were  there.

Lower  School  students  from  Grades  7,  8  and  9  visited  the  McLaughlin  Planetarium  in  Toronto  on  April  1 1. 


Surely  one  of  the  most  significant 
events  of  the  last  nine  months  has 
been  the  return  of  Comet  Halley 
to  our  region  of  the  solar  system  - 
its  first  visit  in  seventy-six  years. 
While  the  current  display  has  not 
been  as  impressive  to  the  earth- 
bound  observer  as  it  has  been  on 
other  occasions  in  the  past,  Man 
has  been  able  for  the  first  time  to 
reach  out  and  greet  the  Celestial 
Wanderer.  Space  probes  have 
afforded  the  first  closeup  views 
ever  taken  of  the  corner's  nucleus. 
In  addition,  secrets  of  the  past, 
present  and  future  universe  are 
bound  to  emerge  from  the  wealth 
of  scientific  data  transmitted  to 
laboratories  around  the  world. 
This  has  been  a  magnificent 
accomplishment  by  the  space  pro- 
grams of  participating  nations  and 
is  a  tribute  to  the  age  of  tech- 
nology. 

Thus,  it  was  not  difficult  to 
select  a  topic  of  current  interest 
for  the  Dr.  RR  McLaughlin  Science 


Lecture  in  the  spring.  The  presen- 
tation -  "THE  COMET  RETURNS: 
THE  STORY  OF  COMET  HALLEY' 
-  was  given  by  Mr.  Ian  MacGregor 
and  was  held  at  the  (Col.  RS.) 
McLaughlin  Planetarium  in  Toronto 
on  April  11.  Because  of  restricted 
seating,  attendance  was  limited  to 
students  of  Grades  7,  8  and  9. 

There  is,  of  course,  no  experience 
truly  equivalent  to  witnessing  a 
major  celestial  event  as  it  occurs. 
However,  as  the  visitors  from  St. 
Andrew's  College  settled  back  in 
their  comfortable  seats  and  the 
lights  inside  the  planetarium  faded 
to  absolute  blackness,  it  was  im- 
possible to  suppress  a  gasp  as  the 
stars  of  the  night  sky  -  and  the 
Great  Comet  itself  -  appeared 
overhead. 

As  we  watched  in  awe,  Mr. 
MacGregor  manipulated  the 
heavens  backward  and  forward  in 
time  to  trace  the  comet,  and  Man's 
knowledge  of  it,  through  the  ages. 
We  learned  of  the  superstitions 
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that  surrounded  its  earlier  visits; 
we  met  Sir  Edmund  Halley  and 
saw  where  he  labored  on  his  cos- 
mic problems;  we  followed  the 
comet  as  it  wended  its  way  through 
the  planets  and  learned  of  its 
composition,  size  and  structure. 

The  more  imaginative  among  us 
rode  a  celestial  thoroughbred,  its 
million-mile  mane  flowing  in  the 
solar  wind  as  it  streaked  through 
space.  We  hung  on  as  it  gave  its 
all  for  Mankind  in  the  grandstand, 
and  saw  where  it  tires  to  a  lazy 
trot  in  the  dark  depths  of  space. 
There,  forty  years  from  now,  it 
will  begin  its  run  again,  knowing 
that  this  time  around  the  audience 
will  be  different 

Did  you  say  you  missed  seeing 
Comet  Halley?

gent  and  perhaps  slightly  hyper- 
active females  -  his  charming  wife, 
Betty,  and  his  three  accomplished 
daughters,  Linda,  Cynthia  and 
Jocelyn.
